There are in­ 
tim ations th a t the state senatorial 
committee which has been investi­ 
gating the frauds against the state in 
the cutting of pine from school lands 
will be able to 
show astonishing 
evidence 
not 
only 
th a t 
“timber 
pirates” have appropriated millions of 
dollars’ w orth of lum ber belonging to 
the 
state 
but 
th a t 
in 
try ­ 
ing 
to 
cover 
up 
their 
steal­ 
ings they have started fires which 
have resulted in the terrible loss of 
life and property in Pine, Kanabec, 
Carlton and other counties in the pine 
belt. 
Members of the committee have al­ 
ready declared th a t they have dis­ 
covered large 
frauds 
against 
the 
state, and now it is expected th at they 
will probe into the causes of the fires 
w hich have sw ept the whole pine 
country. 
The charge is th a t the 
lumbermen 
have 
fired 
the 
lands 
which they have improperly cleared 
to render m easurem ent of stumpage 
impossible and thereby shut off any 
suits which the commission m ight a t­ 
tem pt to bring against them. 
One thing th a t strengthens the be­ 
lief among lumbermen th at the “pi­ 
rates” are responsible for the fires is 
th e fact that, except a t the great fires 
along the Prestige river in 1871, these 
fires have only sw ept the northern 
states in the last three or four years, 
and it is only w ithin th a t tim e th at 
really serious com plaints against the 
promiscuous cutting of public tim ber 
have been made. 
Lumbermen point 
significantly to the fact th a t in the 
dense pine woods of the south no fires 
such as those which devastate the 
n orth have occurred. And down there 
the conditions for a sweep of flame 
are much more favorable than in the 
north. 
The ground is covered to a 
depth of twelve inches or more w ith 
decaying pine needles, and the green 
needles of a Georgian pine burn w ith 
as much intensity as a Minnesota 
balsam.

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RANDALL A FIGHTER 
AMONG INDIANS 


A R M Y 
OFFICERS 
RECOGNIZE 
HIS CLEAR GRIT. 


His Associates Were Good Men—He­ 
roic Deeds of Lieutenant Cushing 
and Captain Emmet Crawford in 
Battle and Pursuit With Crook— 
^ Cocheis, Chato and Geronimo. 


Colonel George M. Randall's friends 
might know him for a life-time before 
hearing from his own lips any army 
tales. 
The colonel s experiences are 
well known in army circles and they 
extend 
through many 
campaigns 
Major 
George 
L. 
Kilmer 
says 
The campaigns of 1872 and of 188fl 
each opened with a tragedy of tho kind sc 
mournfully common on the plains—the 
useless sacrifice of gallant soldiers worthy 
of a sublimer fate. 
The victim of 1871 
was Lieutenant Howard B. Cushing, 
.T hird cavalry, the last of a trio of broth 
ers whose deeds in another ago and land 
Would have won them rank in tho order ol 
knighthood. 
Tile first Cushing craved “ one mow 
shot” at Pickett’s column while he lay 
dying across the trail of the smoking can­ 
non on Cemetery Ridge; the second destroy 
ed the ram Albemarle, and Howard, it ii 
believed on the border, killed more Apache 
warriors in fair standup fighting than any 
other man in the United States army. 
Certainly no savage ever trod the war­ 
path more keenly alert or more terrible iu 
his anger than young Cushing when he 
rode at the head of Troop F into Arizona 
late in 187.0 to protect the lip le ss settlers 
from Indian atrocities, for lie nursed with­ 
in his heart a memory only to be wiped 
out in bkkhI. 
The year before a band ol 
Apaches raiding across the mountains iu 
Texas had ambushed Troop F and killed 
the boon comrade of its leader, Lieutenant 
Ycaton, and from the day he entered Ari­ 
zona until his death Lieutenant Cushing 
was abroad on the scout running to earth 
some lurking handful or giving open bat­ 
tle to a whole band of warriors. 
A t the 
tim e cf the fierce outbreak in tho spring 
of 1871 Cushing was continually in th 
saddle among the mountains. Riding into 
Bear Springs canyon one day at tho head 
of 22 men, I*, fell into an ambush laid by 
tho famous codicils, one of tho chiefs 
of tho Chiricaliua Apaches. 
As usual, 
Cushing showed fight and mado a stand 
Until the Indiails swarmed into the can 
yon in his rear. 
Then, facing part of hi 
men about, he charged back to open a road 
of escape. 
The wily Apaches gave proof 
of their respect for the doughty Indian 
slayer by keeping at a distance so long 
as he remained in the saddle. 
Tho death 
of several of his men gave them no encour­ 
agement, but when at last ho fell they 
charged tho remaining troopers and near­ 
ly annihilated tho command. 
Cocheis, 
the leader of this attack, became celebrated 
among his people for this exploit, and tho 
tribe went on the warpath partly through 
fear of the white m an’s vengeance and 
partly to win more glory. 
The entire Apache nation either took up 
arms or encouraged the outbreak by giv­ 
ing it sympathy, and when General Crook 
arrived on tho scene to suppress with or­ 
dinary means the wildest savages that ever 
roamed the plains old frontiersmen smiled 
at the credulity cf the government and 
the army. 
The Apache is not only equal 
to the cleverest of his savage brethren in 
the wiles and tricks of warfare, but has 
the habits and endurance of a veritable 
wild man. 
In the semitropical climate 
of his habitat his garb need be blit little 
more than nature gave him. 
His food of 
jerked meat and parched cornmeal is car­ 
ried on his person, and if that gives out 
he can live on the cactuses growing abun­ 
dantly along the trail. 
Ile had tho run of 
1,000 miles of hill and plain, of which 
he knew every foot of ground and every 
water hole. 
On the warpath each brave 
is supplied with three to five ponies and 
thinks nothing of making 70 miles a day, 
against 30 of the best equipped cavalry. 
Besides in Arizona in 1871 there were 
settlements along the trail to supply food 


where their destruction was finally brought 
about by rolling huge rocks upon them 
from the cliff above. One wounded bravo 
crcvOod among tho rocks, where he was 
over.voiced by the soldiers when they 
gathered in their captives, and escaped to 
warn and turn back another party, which 
was heading for tho canyon. 
This band 
retired to a stronghold on Tonto creek, 
where the Salt river tactics were repeated, 
with the same results. 
Major George M. 
Randall, an old war veteran, with some of 
his Twenty-third infantry, charged tho 
savage camp on a precipice at dawn and 
drove tho warriors headlong to their death 
down the rocky height. 
These two vic­ 
tories broke the fighting spirit of tho 
Apache nation. 
They had met only two 
of Crook’s detachments, but he had a 
score of such in reserve. 
All of the tribes 
made peace and went upon reservations, 
promising to learn the white m an’s ways 
and industries. 
After tho “ drubbing” 
came tho lesson, and Crook was trans­ 
ferred from the department at tho end of 
the year to go north and thrash tho Sioux 
and Cheyennes into submission. 
One band of tho Apaches evaded the touch 
of Crook's discipline—that is, they missed 
the thrashing and paid little or no atten­ 
tion to the lesson. 
These were the Chir­ 
icahuas, led by Cocheis, tho wily, wiry, 
but stately and magnificent heathen who 
had butchered Cushing. Tho Chiricahuas 
were exempted from Crook’s jurisdiction 
and were never conquered. They sneaked 
on to tho reservation when they needed 
food or clothing or ammunition and mado 
off again when under the impulse for 
plunder or blood. 
One day in 1882 tho 
whole band of over 700 souls set out for 
the Sierra Madre mountains in Mexico, 
and in crossing southern Arizona left be­ 
hind the usual trail of smoldering embers 
and scalpless heads. 
Crook was recalled 
to tho field by the cries of tho frightened 
settlers and “ friendlies,” who nicknamed! 
him affectionately tho “ Old Gray Fox,” 
but before he had time to organize tho sol 
diers for their deliverance a murdering! 
band of Chiricahuas sallied from their

Crook's campaign was suddenly inter­ 
rupted by orders from Washington to al 
low the peace commissioners a say with tho 
Apaches. 
A year was wasted in talk, but 
the time was utilized by the general In 
establishing forts, getting up supplies and 
in teaching his men the nature of tho 
country and the enemy, 
He personally 
. held two talks with the Apache leaders 
A t the second the red handed murderers of 
the tribe arranged a plan to massacre his 
whole party, but the blow was averted, 
several Indians were killed in a terrible 
hand to hand struggle, and the troops 
were ordered to take up the hunt. 
The 
march bogan from Fort Whipple in No­ 
vember, 1872, and the column pushed on 
for 250 milos over mountains, through 
forests and across the sandy plains to 
Camp Apache. There a column of friendly 
Apache scouts enlisted to lead the chase of 
the hostiles, and the war party moved on 
to Camp Grant, in southeastern Arizona, 
there to be re-cnforccd for a campaign 
into the mountain refuge of the hostiles. 
A band of Apaches was run to earth In 
tho canyon of Cottonwood creek, along 
the Salado, late in December by a detach 
m eat under Major Brown. 
The savages 
occupied a cave or recess in the wall of the 
steep canyon, which they barricaded by a 
ram part of bowlders, and there they fought 
until every warrior was killed. 
Major 
Brown distributed his riflemen on the op­ 
posite wall, and the reckless savages were 
gradually picked off, though not without 
a display on their part of the sublimes* 
valor. 
In one sally about 20 warriors 
leaped the rani pax t at a liound and rushed 
upon the soldier?. 
Half of them were 
Allied, and the rest withdrew to the cave. 


IN A HAND TO HAND STRUGGLE. 
Sierra Madre stronghold, dashing through 
Sonora, Arizona and New Mexico on a 
circuit of over 800 miles, slaughtering or 
carrying away captive Mexican and Amer­ 
ican alike. 
The Chiricahuas on this raid 
of March, I SSO, numbered but 20 braves 
and were led by the successor cf Co­ 
cheis, a young chief of superior intellect 
and 
unusual 
daring, 
named 
Chato. 
Tho campaign, which ended in a few 
weeks in the- return to the reservation of 
eviVy male, squaw and child of the Chir- 
icahuas, stands unparalleled in border his­ 
tory. 
Crook enlisted 200 Apache scouts 
and placed at their head Captain Emmet 
Crawford, Cushing’s former comrade of 
the Third cavalry. 
Other detachments of 
soldiers took their stations along the bor­ 
der, but the scouts, accompanied by Crook 
and 43 white soldiers, pushed on the back 
trail to the savage lair in the Sierra Madre 
mountains. 
The Indian camps one by 
one fell under skillful attacks, planned 
while the braves were absent raiding in 
the Mexican settlements. 
The scattered 
war parties returned to find their enemies 
masters of the situation. 
For two years more General Crook con­ 
tinued his civilizing methods with tho 
Chiricahuas, but in May, 1885, 124 of 
them, under lead of Geronimo and Natch­ 
ez, broke from the reservation and lied 
to tho Sierra Madre. 
Captain Crawford, 
tho fittest man by reason of his long ex­ 
perience in command of the American pa­ 
trol on the Mexican border, volunteered to 
lead the pursuit in the mountains, and he 
kept the field in Arizona and Sonora con­ 
stantly from May, 1885, until Jan. ll, 
1880, when ho was killed by Mexican ir­ 
regulars, who attacked his camp just aft­ 
er he had thrashed tho savages and ar 
ranged for negotiations for peace. 
Geronimo offered to surrender on term s 
which the government refused to accept, 
and General Crook asked to bo relieved. 
General Nelson A. Miles, tho hero of tile 
Nez Perce campaign of 1877, then ap­ 
peared in Arizona for tho express purpose 
of bringing Geronimo to lits senses. 
To 
show his contempt for tho new white 
chief, .tho renegade sallied forth from his 
mountains and swept over Sonora and 
southern Arizona on a raid of slaughter 
and plunder. Adopting Crook’s methods, 
Miles organized a picked force of whites 
and Indians and put them on tho fresh 
trail. 
The pursuit lasted from May until 
September, and soldiers who had served in 
India and South Africa described it as the 
roughest warfare they had ever engaged 
in. 
The heat often reached 120 degrees 
F., and the foot soldiers marched in their 
underclothing. 
Tho roughness of tho 
country made cavalry pursuit impossible, 
and the rations for the men were carried 
on pack mules. The trail wound among the 
rugged mountains and deep canyons of So­ 
nora, and at a point 300 miles beyond 
the international boundary Geronimo and 
Natchez, with all their tawny following, 
surrendered. Between the deaths of Cush­ 
ing, in 1871, and Crawford, in 1886, a score 
of hideous massacres and countless indi­ 
vidual murders had blackened the record of 
these Chiricuhua Apache!.
